CABLE RAILWAYS. 


10 ContrlTduces That Go to 
ment or City Cable Itoada. 


In order to start with a clear under- 
landing of the situation, take two 
rapty spools and stand them on end 


few inches apart upon a boaiid. 


'urough the hole in the middle of 
ach drive a stout pin or a wire nail 
nto the board. Pass a thread around 
lie spools, and tie its ends together »o 
hat it will be moderately tight around 
liom. Now if spool number one is 
made to revolve, the thread will move 
nd spool number two will revolve 
vith it. Here you have a moving ca- 
110 in miniature. If a line of rails 
vere laid under each thread the model 
vould bo still nearer reality. But this 
s the very simplest situation possible: 
he line is straight and level from end 
o end, and the cable is above ground 
vhicli would not do at all where or- 
inary street trade would be inter- 
oi-ed with. Moreover we can not gen- 
rally have our engine house (spool 
lumber one, for instance) in the mid- 
lo of the street. 
Let us in the first place, get the en- 


gine house out of tho way, or in other 
vorils, make the cable turn a corner. 
All that is needed is to load each cablo 
iround a spool set at the desired cor- 
ler. Tho spool number one (the en- 
ine house) is set wherever conven- 
ent, aud when it is made to revolve, 
111 the other spools revolve . with it 
ind with the cable. 


But cable and spools are still above 


'round, so when we are using a real 
treet wo dig a long trench and lay an 
ron pipe or tunnel therein. 
On tho 


loor of this tunnel we set grooved car- 
ying wheels for the cable to rest upon, 
ind in the top of it we leave a narrow 
lit open, through which we can reach 
lown with a pair of tongs, as it were, 
.ttachcd to the car, and grip tho mov- 
ng cable. Of course pits arc digged 
or the spools, or rather for the large 
rooved wheels that take their place 
n. actual construction.

s crooked, or if there are any changes 
if level'the cablo will rub against the 
ides or top of the tunnel where the 
lend occurs, and will soon wear out 
tself and tho tunnel, too. This dif- 
iculty is overcome by setting wheels 
ike the carrying pulleys at tho sides ol 
he tunnel or in its roof wherever the 
change of direction would naturally 
sause tho cable to toiich.
